II. Clark on Seating 
Minority Candidates. 


"Editor Constitution: When I wrote my

out foundation in law or logic. Your cor- 
respondent Justice has joined Leue 
with me, and assumed, as J think, the diffi- 
cult part of making the worse appear the 
better cause.”

wight be erroneously construed. . Aloe 
auaiyels of * Justice article wiPwemion- 
Strate that it is pot a justitication, buts 
Sort of apology to the public for the aetion 
ot the Legisiatare. It is really a plea ot 
guilty, accompanied with an appeal for 
mercy, and that appeal js not as strong as 
jtwight be. It involves two important 
admissions fatal to his cause. The one ia. 
that the extenuating circumstances for 
such action is not to be found in section 
121. The other is, thatthe true iseue was 
the ineligibility of the returned members. 
instead of seating minority candidates in 
their stead. 

In regard to the first, it iaknown by all 
that the action of the Legiefatrre wwe sole- 
ly on the authority of section 121, and tha: 
in regard to the second tie complaint ist 
not to the expuision otiveligible members. 
but to the poten oftheir defeated oppo- 
nents. In these two positions “Justice” 
as adopted that tactics which may apper- 
tain to a war ot ideas, and jias fallen back 
to bis next best position ;” but such pos! 
tion is so weuk and untenable that it in 
volves complete discomfiture in the con- 
test. There ls no Parliamentary law in 
existence which can supply a right that 
the Constitution and laws deny. And the 
right to expel an Ineligible member yives 
no right to seat in hisstead any one who 
did not receivea majority vote. If there 
ute uny precidents Ww the contrary ia the

The public indig- 
nation was notexcited by the expulsion of 
Witkes but in the seating of his minoricy 
opponent. 

ane House Of Commons in England ie 
the judge of the election and qualitleation 
of lie mero bers, and hud repeated! y deelared 
W likes Ineligible as a member of phat body 
He had committed a crime, had confessed 
lt, and was convicted of it. Ile was as much 
ineligible according to the ruling of tha: 
body, as it ia ugsu ned Bradley ls. under the 
(veorgia constitution. The want of a con- 
currence in the House of Lords in Wilkes’ 
ineligibility le insmaterial, for if, upon no 

other ground, the Llouse of Commons had 
aright to protect its dignity agatost the 
admission of known criminals. Blackstone 
deciures: “if any person ia made a peer 
tv the King. or eciected to serve in the 
House of Commons by the people, yet may 
the resvective Houses, upon complaint of 
ary crime in such person, and proof there- 
of, adjudge him disabled and incapable to 
sitas a member, and this by the law and 
custom of Parliament.” This learned author 
would not have written this sentence upon 
the sole precedent of Wilkes’ case, and then 
added, it that were true, the falsehood, “and 
this by law and custom of Parliament.” 
While the voters have a right to elect 
whom they please, they have no right, ip 
any particular locality, to force criminals 
upon the Representative body. 

It was upon this principle that the pres- 
ent United states House of Representatives 
rejused to recelve Whittemore as amember, 
but it did not seat in his stead his defeated 
mS “age The refusal to reeéive an ineli- 
gible man is very difftrent from that of 
seating his minority opponent, and thus 
usurping the Iuactions of the electors 
The only yenuine authority Justice“ 
evokes in his behalf emanates trom the Tory 
party in Eugland on the Wilkes case, and 
that was the party that committed the 
wrong. It is not legitimate to quote as 
jaw in the case what a criminal or wrong 
doer says in his own behalf. The Tory party 
in England wae characterized by their jeai- 
ousy tor the prerogatives of the Crown, 
while the Whig party was equally jeaioas 
tor the privileges of the people, and which 
latter party came nearer the spiritof liberty 
us itexisted in this country. It grates barsh- 
ly upon the ear to hear a citizen of the 
United States, in the year 1870, quote as 
precedent for ug the exploded doctrines of 
the English Tory party, with old Dr. Johne 
son asexpounder. He was neither lawyer 
nor statesman, but the undoubted cham- 
8 of that party among the literary men. 

f any one is curious to know bis idea of 
liberty, let him read his colloquy with Bos- 
well on the American revolution of 76. 

That the opinions and prejudices of the 
old gentleman may be known, I will quote 
a short extract from his denunciation of 
Junius, the celebrated whig partizan and 
world renowned author: Asa rhetorician, 
he has the art of persuading when he sec- 
onded his desire; as a reasoner, be hag con- 
vinced those who had no doubt before; eas 
u woraliat, he has taught that virtue may 
cisgrace; and ag a patriot, he has gratified 
the mean by insults on the high. Finding 
sedition ascendant, he has been able to ad- 
vance it; finding the nation combustible. 

has been able to inflame tt. What, says 
Pope, * must be the Priest where the mon- 
key is a God? What must be the drudye 
of a party of which the heads are Wilkes 
and Crowley, Saw bridge aod Tow nesend ? ” 
I find upon examination that I did not give 
the Huntity of the Wilkes cases, and justice 
has not supplied the omission. The House 
of Commons had to succumb to the will of 
the English public—had to reverse its ac- 
tion—had to declare its action illegal —-aud 
if from that day to this, anything like u 
has happened la England or A ex- 
cept the recent action of the Georgia Leg- 
islatare, I am not informed. 

The following short extract in quotation 
will give a brief but correct history of that 
case : 

“ Wilkes was returned without opposi- 
tion, but the House declared him ineapable 
of sitting. Three other elections tap 
— with the same result, and at last 
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Man- field. 1 in opposition. did not 
pretead te defend the House of Commons. 
All be contended was, that “if the Com- 
mons had passed an unjustifiable vote, it 
as a matter between God and their own 
consclecees, and that nobody else had any- 
thing to do with it.” Junius states the true 
question in his letter to the King of De- 
cem ber 19, 1769. 

lle says, In another view the resolution 
of the House of Commons, appsrently not 
us da to your majesty, is etill more 
alarming to your people. Not content with 
divesting one man of his right, they have 
arbitrarily conveyed that right to another. 
„ „ „„ „ They have rejected poe ple 
ty of votes, the only criterion by which our 
la us judge of the sense of the e; they 
have traosferred the right of eiection from 
the collective to the representative body, 
and by these acts taken seperately or to- 
yether, they have ezpecialiv sltered the 
vriginal composition of the House of Com- 
mous.” A writer of the present day couid 
not more truly, hor with haif 80 much 
force depict the violation of the rights ot 
the people in the matter in controversy by 
each House of the present Georgia Legiala- 
ure. Each has “rejected the aejority of 
votes.“ Each has transferre! the right of 
election from the collective body «the 
voters) to the representative body, (the 
[egisiatore) Esch has in plain language 
elected Senators and Representatives for 
several of the districts and many of the 
counties of the State. By throwing out 
one set of men aod admitting others not 
clectod, “they have altered the original 
com position“ of the Legtialature. 
According to the history and present 
state of parties in the United States if 
the right to exercise such power be con- 
ceded to our representative bodies, and a 
Hure Majority by assuming the ineligibility 
of their opponenta, and vacating their seats 
could make that majority a4 large as they 
please. In case a President of Governor 
should be opposed to their partizan sctiemes, 
they could easily increase their power to 
two-thirds of the whole number, aud thus 
usurp allthe powers of the Government, 
including the perpetuation of themselves 
in power. It is the most dangerous and 
alarming power ever exercised in this 
country by Congress or Legislatures. 
Wulle we draw our principles and pre- 
cedenta from our English ancestora, there 
are rights und powers pecuiiar to our own 
system of government, for which they are 
inadequate, and concerning which, we are 
obliged to go further than, or stop short of 
their action. In the face of such strong 
authority, and unanswerable arguments, 
“Justice,” to sustain his pariiameotary law 
quotes, from the views of General Terry” 
contained in a certain pimphlet containing 
“remarks of Governor Bullock“ before the 
senate Investigation Comittee. 

The General is reported assaying: “In 
England, the country from which we main 
ly derive our parliamentary law, a plu- 
rality elects, the votes are given orally. 
There it is absoiutely established by a long 
course of decisions, that, if notice be given 
of the disqualification of a candidate, every 
vote given forhim afterwards is thrown 
away, and will be considered as not given 
at all as vold—as not to be counted as 
against the person who receives the nex. 
Highest vote.“ I have not been tavored. 
as Justice“ has been, with a perusal of 
this partizin pamphlet, gotten up to sus 
tain before Congress the third installment 
of minority men 

I have not been favored as“ Justice” has 
with a perusal of Genera) Terry’s opinion, 
appended to Governor Bullock's pamphlet. 
intended to aecomplish ultra parcisan ends, 
and, therefore, cannot decide for mysell 
upon the meriteof that production as a 
standard work. I believe Ido know, how- 
ever, that General Terry is not a judicial 
functionary of the civil courts, aud that 
his ofilce and reputation are purely milita- 
ry. His autbority on such guestions is 
yet to be recognized. I also know that 
when the lust batch of defeated candidates 
were elected as members of the Leyiala- 
ture for their respective constituency, or 
were about to be, that it was dispatched 
from Washington City, that he had re- 
ported thence that he saw no authority in 
section 121 forthe act, but there was not 
the addition. that the right existed in par- 
liamentary law. 

lam incredulous that General Terry so 
then reperted, or it would have been stated 
as a necessary qualification to what he did 
state, and I believe that he would not then 
have so risked his reputation. It would 
have fallen like a shower bath upon the 
best legal and controlling minds of his par- 
ty in Congress. It would have been hard 
for them to realize that a Major General of 
the regular service, Who had been edacated 
a lawyer, should announce that as pariia- 
mentary law in the United Beates, without 
u precedent to sustain him or it. It would 
have seemed to them like a resurrection 
from the dead to ignore all of our princi- 
pies and precedents, to go behind them, and 
and to endeavor to sustain his position by 
a “long course of decisions” in England 
without the citation of an authority. 

My apprehension is that this, with the 
General, was an after thought, like unto 
~ Justice's ” retreat from behind the Leg- 
jslature’s fortitication—section 121. The 
General niust have been in a dilemma, Re 
hed done what no other mao. civil or mili- 
tary, had ever done in all this land. He 
had organized a military commission to 
try, and which did try. the eligibility ot 
the members of the Georgia Legislature. 
This commission, with his sanction, com- 
pelled members Of that body to vacate 
their seats. The consequence of that was 
the “ warning in,” as though to work the 
roads, of the next highest,“ and they 
were installed as members of the Legisla- 
ture. This act Was horrifying to the Gen- 
eral's party at Washington, for the expul- 
sion ofthe negroes was there considered 
wild In contrast with the seating ofof their 
defeated opponents. 

Now, their own political friends had re- 
peated the horror despite a “ food of light” 
tothe contrary. It was the direct effect of 
the Generai’a MUitary Commission, which 
was itself a palpable usurpation. It be- 
came local party intereat to sustain that 
act, and Gen Terry was a part of the local- 
ity. Something must be said io its justiti- 
cation, and to General Terry Governor 
Bullock must have looked appealingly. 
The General then, as ever, was faithful, and 
hence we have parliamentary law sabsti- 
tuted for section 121. 

I must bé excused for not accepting Gen- 
eral Terry's uasustained dicta as authority. 
According to the view I take, however, it 
matters very little if a“ long coarse of de- 
cisions” in England can addaced to 
sustain the General. It is sufficient, if it 
is not parliamentary law in the United 


States. 

On this point, I repeat the propositions I 
made in mp first letter as the uniform prac- 
tice in the United States:

The membere were first entrapped into 
their action by a set of circumstances, that 
might have overcome mere experienced 
men, but when it came to voting, « dona- 
tion, a gratuity, a bonus of $2,090, to cach,

in Eugland, it is rather too much for the 
most buuatiful cnristian charity. It cer- 
tainly takes that sort of charity that both 
“hopeth and believeth all things” aided by 
that taith which “removes mountains.“ I. 
is too late in the present age to deprive 
freemen (or even men declared free by the 
grace of the couqueror) of their constitu- 
tional right by a fiction. This is often the 
resort of tyranny. It is a fiction that “the 
King can do no wrong.” It is likewise a 
tiction, that a defeated candidate is a genu- 
jue member of the Legislature. 

But | said we had a real case. and“ Jus- 
tice’s” side of the case, a4 it exists, is not 
aided by the 14th amendment. That 
amendment declares certain classes Of per- 
sous ineligible, but the machinery of tic 
Reconstruction Acts were placed in opera- 
tion to ascertain these. All persons why 
could and did register were eligible as 
voters. All voters were eligible as mem- 
bers of the Legislature. Ilence, so far from 
the voters kuuowing the ineligibility of 
candidates under that amendment, they 
were officially ioformed by the United 
sates authorities that all the men who were 
elected to the Georgia Legislature were 
eligible.

Mr. Bethune trom the Speciai Committee 
to lease the State Road. submitted a mi- 
nerity report. which was adverse to the 
lease of suid itoad. 

Tue bill to provide means for the full!

was wade. 

Mr. Bryant moved to indefinitely post- 
pone the bill, remarking that he has been 
informed by a reliable gentleman of this 
city that a former employee of the Post- 
ollice Department, who was a detauker to 
the amount of seventeen thousand dollars 
to said department, since be has been em- 
ployed on the State Road has paid back ten 
thousand dollars, and is building a custly 
house here; that he does not know that the 
Superintendent was aware of these transac- 
tions; he contrasted the other roads center- 
iog here with the State Road, etc. 

Mr. Tweedy asked why these changes 
were not made and substantiated before 
the committee.

Mr. Tweedy detailed the amount of ex- 
traordinary eXpense which the Road was 
obliged to meet, and recited, trom ei- 
dence before the committee, the bad con- 
dition of the Road when the present Super- 
intendent took charge of it. 

Mr. Wiiliams, of Morgan, remarked that 
the machinery in the shops has been re- 
paired, and that although new cars and 
engines have been bought, he learns they 
have not been paid for. 

Mr. O Neal, of Lowndes, said: Since the 
State Road was built, it has cost the State 
one and a half million of doliars, and if 
any Stealing has been done by the present 
manage tment, there has been plenty of pre- 
cedent for it. Nor is this the first time an 
appropriation has been asked and given to 
this Road; indeed, in all administrations, 
this road has been used by politicai parties, 
and such will the case until it isd 
of in some way; that he would preler te 
see it sold, but if it cannat be sold, then 
let it be properiy kept up.
